The governor says Oorbett 
and Fitzsimmons have been warned, 
and if they now arrive at Hot Spring* 
bent on the mission of fighting their 
presence in that city or county will 'u* 
construed as an overt act and treated 
accordingly.

weeks by a gigantic line of fire. As 
Captain S-nith expresses it, "The devil's 
stokers have been stirring np the sub- 
terranean sea of flames that is supposed 
to lie thousands of feet nnder the Ber- 
ing's bed. and as a consequence fnlly 30 
of the 40 volcano** in the Aleutian 
chain are now active." 


The line of islands lying between the 


Bering sea. and the Paciac ocean belong 
to the United State*, and on them ar« 
probably the only active volcanoes lying 
within American territory. Much has 
been written of Bogaslov island, which 
has been throwing np a cloud of steam 
at times for years, but it was supposed 
that all the other peaks on this singular 
line of islands were eitinct craters only. 


Now as far as the eye can reach from 


any point in the Bering sea, adjacent 
even m a distance from th* famous Seal 
islands, the rising smoke and steam can 
be seen in both directions. The erup- 
tion is gereral and so very lively that at 
night the airy columns take OB th* re- 
flections of the fires deep in th* earth 
beneath the craters. Nowhere else on 
the globe can snch a fight be witnessed. 
In the daytime smoke or steam is visi- 
ble. As dusk comes and darkness fol- 
lows, the wonder grows. The brighter 
columns show np in the cold Alaska 


vivid curls of smok* are to be se*n at 
greater distances. 


Sometimes when tho position of the 
observer is advantageous, 13 or 16 of 
these modern pillars of fire are in sight. 
The show of subterranean force is the 
most noteworthy 
ever observed on 


American soil. As proof of the mighty 
power that is .at work beneath th« 
islands a neck of land has been forced 
up out of the sea between Bogaslov and 
Old Bogaslov and tho two islands are 
one. It is queer looking land. 
The 


rocks in this neck are manifestly of vol- 
canic origin—black and smooth in sur- 
face as if oner- melted.

to the auguries of the "lack" sticks. 


Iu Chiuu the lower claras aever 


:ake any t,t«-p of importance without 
consulting their favorite soothsayer, so 
that he exerrises considerable influence 
anioug his eii-tomers. The Chinese fes- 
tival on their New Year's day is the 


day to take a peep into the future, 


and the Chinese come into New York 
from all the neighboring town* which 
are not strong euongh in Chinamen to 
support a fortune teller. One of the 
sootlisiiyers plies hig Crude on the tide- 
walk iu hot weather. Another has his 
ieadqnarters close to the Chinese the- 
ater, while tho third is in tho josshonse 
in Mott street. Every jasshonse has its 
Fortune telling appliances, which are 
kept in front of the altar ready for the 
use of the %vorshipers. Them are sev- 
eral kinds of apparatus used to tell for- j 
tunes. One of them consists of two 
> 


pieces of wood, which aro round on ouo 
side and flat on the other. 


When some superstitious Chinaman de-! 


sires to have his fortune told, he pays 10 | 
ceuts to the soothsayer, and asks the seer 
what prospect there is for him in the 
near future. The man of fate mumbles 
an incantation over the two pieces of 
wood, and then throws them upon tho 
ground. Upon their position depends the 
fate of the anxious customer. If they 
both lie with flat side up, it is a mod- 
erately bad sign nnd calls for great cau- 
tion on the part of the fortune seeker in 
his conduct during the coming year. 
When one is round side up and the other 
flat side up, the augury is extremely 
favorable, and the Chinaman goes on 
his way rejoicing. If both turn round 
side up, the 
outlook is exceedingly 


gloomy and something terrible may be 
expected to happen soon. The idea is to 
so frame the question that the position 
of the sticks will give au answer one 
wny or another. The customer aske, for 
instance, whether tomorrow will be a 
good day or not to open a laundry busi- 
ness. If the answer is unfavorable, he 
names a month ahead and awaits the 
verdict of the sticks upon that proposi- 
tion. He continues until ha gets one up 
round and one flat and makes his phuis 
accordingly. 


The instruments found in the joss- 


house are those most generally used and 
consist of a large number of bamboo 
strips in a handsomely carved cylindric- 
al box. Each strip is about ten inches 
long and a quarror of an inch wide. 
They aro all polished to a high degree 
of smoothness and squared off at one 
end, 
the other end being round. The 


strips are all numbered from one up- 
ward, generally running as far as 50. 
Sometimes there are 100 in a boi, but 
rarely more. In this case the augury 
costs 50 cents, but a fan and some joss- 
sticks are thrown in. 


The Chinaman wishing to learn his 


fate chooses at random one of the little 
sticks, and reads aloud the number on 
it. The soothsayer then goes (o a board 
upon which are strung a number of red 
slips of paper, numbered in tho same 
way as the bamboo sticks. tJpoii eacli 
ticket ia written the fate of the cus- 
tomer aud the one corresponding in 
number with the number on the stick 
which he has drawn is detached from 
the board. When translated, a lucky 
ticket will read something like this: 
"Though dark clouds now roll over your 
head, the fates will ultimately smile 
upon yon. All your undertakings will 
prosper and your path through bfe will 
be strewn with the flowers of peace." 


A Tribune reporter drew one which 


was intrepreted as meaning: "Riches 
and good fortune will be yonr torch- 
bearers throughout your career, and in 


smile of Buddha shal} you bask. 


Yonr heart shall glow with happiness 
even as the steady glow of the joss 
stick." 


It is not absolutely necessary that the 


Chinaman wishing to have his fortune 
told should bo present. Many customers 
remit the feo, and the fortune teller 
draws fur them and mails the little red 
ticket which contains tho result. The 
results are not always favorable and the 
most ghastly predictions are contained 
on some of tho slips, which greatly re- 
semblo laundry tickets. 


The higher grade of soothsayers pre- 


dict fortunes by means of casting a 
horoscope, which is something like that 
employed V astrologers. Aivjthur meth- 
od is by nu ins of au ordinary magnetic 
compass, v ich is set iu a round disk of 
wood. Around the compass little sqxiares 
are markeci out on the wood containing 
numbers. -After giving the date of yonr 
birth tho numbers are shifted around to 
correspond with your ago and by some 
"occult" i1' vsoning on tho part of the 
•oothsayer tho direction of the needle in- 
dicates'whi.t fortunes yon may expect. 


The foes aro not arbitrary and vary ac- 


cording to tho moans of the customer. 
They begin at 1 cent for the flat, and 
round sticks and run uyi to $1 for the 
horoscope.—New York Tribune,

A good suggestion is made to 
hostesses preparing tea for many persons 
or for a succession of persona where sev- 
eral teapots are not available tomako 
the tea at oao time of the proper strength 
and quality and pour it off into a sec- 
ond pot that has been duly heated. This 
will preserve it at the requisite digesti- 
ble point and is very much better than 
to make strong tea and water it to take 
away the bitter taste.

Women an* Cncanittry. 


A prominent physician, a man, won- 


dered recently that more vroaien do not 
undertake his profession. Chemistry• i>? 
says, is especially a woman's occupa- 
tion. There is little or uo manual labor, 
and what there is can usually be done 
by an assistant of scant knowledge. On 
the other hand, tho pursuit of the sci- 
ence in a practical way calls for the 
keen eye, delicate perceptive facnltieH 
and fine manipulation we are accustom- 
ed to accord to women. Much, for ex- 
ample, i« determined by shades of color, 
different phases of the work's progress 
being thus indicated. Women are pto- 
Terbislly skilled iu color reading and in 
the detection of slight degrees of hne 
differentiation. 


The work i« profitable, and the field 


oomparatiTcly bare of woman tillers. 
Moreover, it does not seem to call for 
an especial leaning toward or talent for 
it—at least iu any marked degree. One 
of the first women to invade the labora- 
tory of tbe University of Pennsylvania 
•was a Philadelphia girl, who, finding 
occupation uoedfnl a year or two after 
leaving school, had the suggestion made 
to her in a casual way to take up chem- 
istry. With no more knowledge of the 
science than that obtained in the aver- 
age educational course, and with no 
consciousness of special adaptation for 
th« work, she began its mastery. 


A preparatory course made her ready 


to go higher, and with one young wom- 
an companion pursuing the same study 
she knocked nt the conservative portals 
cf the university. There was a demur, 
but quiet persistence, finally won, aud to 
the zeal and dm-retirm of these two 
pioneers is undoubtedly dno tlio fa't 
that today n laij,'c "'il!-a ot women is at 
work among tlio crucibles nnd retorts of 
the fine old institution iu West Phila- 
delphia.

Cream Jn«t Ricnt For Chnminc. 


The preferable degree of ripeness in 


the cream will be indicated by the fol- 
lowing points: A mild, pleasant, acid 
taste, a uniformly thick consistency and 
a glossy appearance, somewhat like 
white oil paint. If not at the exact 
temperature desired for churning, i< 
should be cooled or warmed to thai 
point, which may range from 54 to 
degrees F., according to the season. Ii 
should be strained into the churn, and 
the churn should not be filled to more 
than two-fifths of its capacity. 


If bntter color is to be used, it ehonlc 


be added to the cream before the churn- 
ing is commenced. 


Tbe regular speed of a factory revolv- 


ing churn should be about 65 revolu- 
tions per minute, and when bntter 
grannies are formed in the churn a few 
gallons of weak brine (salt and water 
should be added to assist in the separa 
tion between the grannies of butter and 
(he bnttormiik, and also to gitf a firmer 
body to tbe bntter. 


The churning should then be contin 


nod until the grannies of bntter. beoomi 
a little larger than clover seed. 
Th< 


buttermilk should then be drawn off 
and a quantity eqtwl to the buttermilk 
of rrore cold water, at a temperature o 
from 50 to 68 degrees F., according to 
the season, should be pntinto the churn 
for the purpose of washing ont the bnt 
termilk from the bntter grannies. The 
churn should receive a few qnick reve- 
lations, and the water should be drawn 
off immediately. Attention to this is o 
some importance, as the water will con 
tain more or lees curdy matter, which 
if allowed to settle on the sides of tb 
churn, forms a film there, where it i 
apt to adhere to the butter when tha 
settles gradually as the water ia drawi 
off.—Professor Robertson.

Main street there were found at least 
a doien places where riffles are formed, 
mostly of solid rock, which are so 
much higher than the bed of the 
erect generally that the water and 
refuse is dammed up, and in some 
places a channel from two to four feet 
deep wiii have to be blasted in order 
to release the water. In some of the 
old stone quarries the water was 
found to be from two to six feet deep 
and unless the old quarries are filled 
us to some extent the water cannot 
all be let out. At the Pierce street 
bridge several wagon loads of old 
boite*, barrels, antf garbage, which 
h*« been dumped there, will have to 
h* ""okd out before the filth from 
the Pierce street sewers can be floated 
down the channel. 


After the Main street sewer 


was reached the couneilmen were 
of the opinion that a channel could 
be made and that temporary relief 
nosM b* weoredi but they were also 
of the opinion that the work would 
occupy two or three months and cost 
toe city considerable money. How- 
ever, the street commissioner was in- 
structed to proceed to employ a small 
force of extra men at a rate of fl, 50 
per day each, and put them to work 
immediately at digging and blasting, 
« atraifht ar possible, through the 
creek bed a channel which will re- 
lease most of the stagnant water. 


Teams and wagons will be used in 
»»jmng, the stone and other debris 
to the banks of the creek. 


The street commissioner began se- 
enrwK laborers and necessary tools 
tor drilling the rock to-day, and, if 
poartble, the work will begin to-nior-
